On Hadjetlache’s staff are said to 
have been Reginald Lehr, an American, 
two Russian flying officers, Cleg and 
Ivor Saitsevsky, their wives, Prof. Lit- 
tinger, a German musica! tutor whose 
constant companion was a handsome 
widow: Col. Poulova, formerly of the 
Russian army, and thirty other men 
and women. 

The colonel soon met the Russian 
Gen. De Gysser, who lived here in exile 
with his two sons, George and Louis, 
and the school girl, Dagmar. It was but 
a few days until the genera] and his 


childrem were enmeshed in the Cos- 


sack’s schemes. 

Even now it is not clear to the in- 
vestigators whether Gen. De Gysser 
and his children were in the pay of 
the bolshevists. They purported te 


‘be staunch ceunter-revolutionists, and

Grocery Tour Reveals Price — 
Variations, Big Gross Profits 


BY INVESTIGATOR “Y.” 
Who .profiteers on fruits and veg- 
etables? 

Armed with the “ price to retailers” 
list of the U. S. Bureau of Markets a 
reporter conducted a city-wide tour of 
@rocery stores and vegetable houses 
seeking an answer. 

He found: 

Prices vary confusingly. A cucum- 
ber costs five cents in one store. In 
the next the charge was ten. The 
“cukes” were apparently the same} 
size and quality. The same is true of 
almost every article. 

The retailer gets from 50 to 100 per 
cent [sometimes higher still] gross 
profit on nearly every sale. In many 
cases the profits run much higher 
Some times they are shaved thin with 
a possible loss on certain sales in 
which the retailer specialized to bring 
trade to his store. 


Up and Down with Rents. 


The charges go up and down with the 
rénts—not of the stores necessarily, 
but the rents in the district served.) 
Wilson avenue, Rogerg Park and Hyde 
Park are “high” districts. Woodlawn, 
near Sixty-third street, the west, south- 
west and northwest sides get their per- 
ishables cheaper. Retailers in both 
classes of districts pay the same, 

Only on three articles in the vege- 
table line was the comparison favorable 
all over the city. These were carrots, 
beets and radishes, all sold by the bunch 
and all, nearly everywhere, retailed for 
§ cents a bunch. 

Coincidentally, the figures of the 
United States bureau showing what 
the retailer pays, Were exactly the 
game on the three varieties. They cost 
the storekeeper 1% tents He sells 
them at 5 cents. 

Potato Prices Zig-Zag. 

The variance in the price of new 
potatoes was not as great as the aver 
age. Yet good quality tubers could be 
found in Hyde Park, for instance, sell- 
ing for four pounds for 30 cents on 
one side of the street, and four pounds 
for 25 cents on the other. A third store 
would ask 32 cents. 

Or, still seeking potatoes, one might 
purchase in the neighborhood of Wil- 
son avenue and Broadway. Here one 
would pay 25 cents for three pounds. 

The tomato schedule was hectic. In 
Kenwood they were 12 cents a pound 


lor thereabouts. In Hyde Park 15 to 


20 cents, and in the vicinity of Wilson 
avenue, 25 cents. There was more 
range in the cost of tomatoes than any 
other staple vegetable. One might, by 
seeking far enough, get them for. two

Corn Up to 60 Cents a Dozen. 


Ear corn appeared to be exception- 
ally poor and little in demand because 
of the low quality and small ears. Still 
the average price was 3% cents an 
ear. It ranged in spots to 5 cents 
without any improvement in quality. 
Onion prices were more or less alike, 
running from :7 to 8 cenfsS a pound, 
with an occasional dealer charging 10 
cents. This gave another opportunity 
for a comparison with the government 
wholesale figures, 

The government market _ report 
showed that a retailer could buy a 100 
pound sack for from $4.25 to $4.50. This 
means a cost of from 4% to 4% cents 
a* pound. There may have been stores 
selling dnions considerably below 7 
cents, but the reporter did not discover 
one. 


Look at These Prices. 


The tour wound up at the curb mar- 
ket dn Maxwell street. Here the re- 
porter found relief in prices like this: 
Large watermelons, 35 cents; lemons, 
6 for 10 cents; peaches, 10 cents a 
dozen; bananas, 20 cents a dozen, and 
apples, 4 pounds for 25 cents. The 
quality was high. 

Tomatoes of better variéty than 
could be found in most grocery and 
vegetable stores were sold two pounds 
for A5 cents.

AFTER “FLU,” WHAT? 

HH Buffalo health department 

contifues to spread cheer by re- 

peating and amplifying its state- 

ment that there would not be much 
after effect from the “ flu.” 

In the early spring they threw a corps 
of investigators into the field to dis- 
cover what had been the after effects 
of the “flu.” There were 33,880 cases of 
influenza reported between Oct, 1, 1918, 
and April 1, 1919. Of these 3,179 died. 
‘An investigator called on each survivor 
and asked whether there had been any 
after effects of the disease. There were 
748 who claimed they had never been the 
game since they were acutely sick. 


“Flu” is a severe disease and some 
after effects can be expected. But there 
is ne other severe di which would 
have left so few semi-invalids in its 
wake ; 748 out of 33,880 is a smal! propor- 
tion. 

The figures of this survey were pub- 
lished in the April bulletin. The June 
bulletin carries a follow-up story. Two 
fmonths after the first visit an inspector 
called on each of the 748 who claimed 
to be suffering from after effects of 
“flu.” They were informed by 501 
that they had fully recovered; 216 re-

died from consumption during the two 
months’ interval, but the evidence was 
that he had the disease before the ept- 
demic of tnfluenza came along. 

Of the 206 cases of rheumatism where 
it was claimed that the disease was due 
to “flu.” 128 said at the second visit 
that they were well and 78 that they 
were improving. 

Of the 46 cases of heart disease, 26 
gnid they were well, and 19 that they 
were still under the physician's care. 

The second visit showed that the per- 
sons with eye, ear, nose and throat trou- 
ble, which had been charged up to the 
“flu,” were about all well. Their trou- 
bles had not been serious.
